The khaki-clad defendànt told 
of being pushed to'/the floor of a 
car upon entering the. township 
on Feb. 3, 1944 enroute- from Dix. 
Не went on to state; "They took 
me upstairs. in à r6om. Captain 
Simpson, (Hamilton Twsp. Police) 
came in the room апа laid three 
clubs on the table.' They had 
leather handles- on- them. Det, 
Sgt. Horn (N. J. State Police) in- 
structed him to strip, he declared. 
He explained, his voice clear and 
loud :bespeaking his military 
training, of how „Simpson and 
Horn beat him about the 000 
and asked him about-a-gün.- 

"I told them I buried it in my 
father's cellar" he stated. At this 
point the soldier'said that Simp- 
son threatened him | saying, “If 
that gun isn't in the cellar, I'm 
going to kick your ribs in and 
you'll lay down there two weeks." 

Hill reached the climax of his 
story of-the alleged police. bru- 
lality as he pointed at Sgt. Horn 
who was seated at the prosecution 
lable, his voice caught a moment 
and he shouted out before the 
hushed. . courtroom,.

Upon cross examination by At- 
torney Queen, Fitzgérald said that 
all of his actions were because he 
felt “it was a part of his investiga- 
lion." 

When Queen attempted to read 
a description of the alleged Penn- 
sylvania assailant to the detective 
it was balked by the court which 
declared. that there was nó rele- 
vant connection. Queen explained 
that the entire charge against Hill 
grew out out the piece of gun 
found at the scene of the last 
Penneylvania crime in '42, 

The woman, Antoinette Marcan- 
tonio, who was іп а parked car 
near Morrisville, Pa.,. with Pvt. 
John Testa on March 7, gave the 
Pennsylvania police the following 
Gescription: "The hold-up man 
was tall, slim Negro about 50 years 
of age and wore blue colored dun- 
garees." 

Another description in. the 1940 
atrocity in Pennsylvania, by Irene 
Robbins and her companion, also 
near Morrisville, was that the 
Negro was “about 40 years old." 

Queén contended that Fitzgerald 
went to South Carolina after Clar- 
ence Hill with knowledge of these 
descriptions. 

Sgt. Don Blackmon, light heavy- 
weight champion colored M.P., 
who stated that he was a sergeant 
in the intelligence division, de- 
clered that he was ordered by Li. 
Co. Sussman to stay. with Hill.at 
all times, to "protect" him from 
civilian authorities while he was 


still in army custody at Fort Dix.

The trial has been sparkled with 
several verbal  clashes between 
defense counsel and Prosecutor 
Cougle.
